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PREFACE. 








N the prefent ftate of European Literature, every 
year produces, almoft in every country, a vaft ac- 
ceflion of books. England, as in the Arts of War, 
fo in thofe of the Mufes, makes efforts far beyond 
the proportion of her natural fize ; fo that we, whofe 
attention is confmed almoft exclufively to our do- 
meftic produétions, find it by no means a trifling un- 
dertaking to keep pace with the labours of the Bri- 
tifh prefs. The fairs of Leipfic, indeed, furnith 
annually fuch catalogues as, to an obferver in an 
othér nation, appear enormous: but what is England 
to the German empire, in the map of Europe? Far 
more difproportioned in extent, than their refpeétive 
ublicatrons in multitude. Were the acceffion of 
Jifdom to keep pace, in any degree, with this mul- 
tiplication of its materials, Europe might indeed 
have caufe to boatt of its enlightened ftate. But new 
books are ufually made up of the old materials; to 
which, if a little felicity of combination or illuftra- 
tion accede, it is as much as we can feafonably ex- 
pe&t. if Error writes a book, another is required 
from ‘Truth to anfwer it4 each fide finds its parti- 
zans ; and it is well if, when the conteft clofes, Wif- 
dom have not made fome retrograde movement. Our 
duty and inclination lead us to point out, periodically, 
thofe new books in which fome wifdom, or fome ra- 


tional amufement, may be found; to fave for the 
a buly 
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‘bufy that time which they might otherwife lofe vig 


the enquiry; and to beftow, upon the indolent or 
carelefs, that ufeful information for which they would 
not labour.

DivinitTy. 


To this branch of Literature we have always 
given the firft place in our recapitulation, and we fee 


no reafon to alter our arrangement. Fift may it 


ever ftand in the minds of Britons! who, without 
negle€ting any branch of learning, know how to give 
the preference which real wifdom teaches ; without 
being mifled by vicious example, or deterred by ob- 
loquy. We have no hefitation gn giving the firft 
place, in this divifion, to the book of M/r. Wilberforce, 
entitled A Praétical View*, &c. True is it, that he 
does, in a few paflages, betray an adhetence to a 
{eét, whofe religion is ufually over-tinétured by en- 
thufiafm. Yetthe tenets of that feét, as diftinguith- 
ed from the true Church of England, are no where 
prominent in the work ;~while thofe of genuine 
Chriftianity glow in every page. Eloquent, animated, 
and frequently fublime, how can it be read without 
a glow of piety and of delight, by any thinking Chrif- 
tian? It is a book to make an era in the Hitiory of 
Religion ; and we fhould blufh to dwell on petty ob- 
jections. When we mentioned the report, that Re- 
form or Ruint proceeded from the fame author, we 


neither faid, nor meant to imply, that we gave credit 


to it. We could have alledged many reafons on the 
other fide ; and among them the remark, that, of the 
tenets peculiar to that writer’s reputed feet, not even 
a fingle trace appears. We have fince learned, that 
the author is Afr, Bowd/er; aman refpeciableon many

accounts, and, among others, for his fteady attach- 
ment to our national eftablifhment, in church as well 
as ftate. Another ftrong and judicious friend to the 
fame principles, appears in Dr. Glafe, whofe Lec- 
tures on the Feftva/s* of our Church, will be found 
to offer very found and pleafing inftru€tion, to fuch as 
with to meditate or enquire refpecting the duties 
of thofe days. Mr. Shepherd, going more generally 
into the Elucidation of our whole Liturgyt, prefents to 
his reader a_great variety of inftruétive matter, and 
renders an important fervice to the Church, on whofe 
ordinances he writes his Commentary. But if our 
public worthip be well fupported, what fhall we fay 
of private devotions in families? If that moft truly 
Chriftian pra¢tice can be revived in this age of relax- 
ation, which is moft ardently to be wifhed, Mr. Bean’s 
book, entitled Family Worfhipt, will doubtlefs have 
no little fhare in promoting thaterevival. A tra&t on 
the Sabbath, by the Rev. Dr.- Horne§, appeared to us, 
onan attentive perufal, to err, in fome degree, on the 
fide of rigour. It is, however, undoubtedly of a very 
ufeful kind. We agree with the author, that relax- 
ation is a more common, and a more dangerous 
fault ; yet we know too, that they who demand too 
much, fometimes fail, from that fole reafon, to ob- 
tain any thing. His general wifhes, however, coin- 
cide with our own; let us not difpute about the 
means. To a novel opinion, lately ftarted, concérn- 
ing the Filiation, or Sonfhip, of the Divine Word, 
the Rev. Frodfham Hodjon\, . given an anfwer of 
confiderable merit, though the fubjeét is by no means 
exhaufted by him. Dr. Brown’s Effay on the Folly 
of Scepticifm and of Dogmatizing™, deferves attention, 
as well from the value of the tract, as the juft cele- 
brity of the author. 4 Compendious Di&tionary of the 
Bible**, which came under our notice fome time ago,

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may be recommended as containing an unufual 
quantity of ufeful matter, in a very portable form. 
Of Sermons, feparately printed, we have had oceafion 
to mention feveral of great merit. Such as that of 
Dr. Eveleigh* on the Pluratity of Perfons in the Gods 
bead; of Mr. Fones, on the Ufe and Abufe of this 
World} ; the two of Dr. Shepherd, ov a Future Statet ; 
and that of Dr. Munkboufe§ on introducing Merrick’s 
Vertion of the Pfalms. ‘The Charge of the Bifiop of 
Ojjory to his Diocefel], is a mafterly and well-timed 
exhortation ; while the Archidiaconal Charges of 
Mr. Pott at St. Alban’s@], and Mr. Plymiey at Lud- 
fow**, do honour to their refpe€tive authors: the 
former as an able vindication of the perfeétion of the 
Scriptures ; the latter as containing a clear and ufe- 
ful ftatement of the duties of church-officers. There 
are few readers of fermons who will not rejoice to 
know, that a fixth volume of the tranflation from 
Saurintt has appeared ;.and greater part of that 
number, we truft, will be pleafed to learn, that it is 
free from the peculiarities of fentiment, with which 
Mr. Robinfon had marked the former five. 


History. 


Not having Mr. Gifborne at prefent to detain us 
in the regions of Morality, or any writer of eminence 
in thofe of Metaphyfics, we pafs at once to the plains 
of Hiftory; not led by any regular tranfition, but by 
the neceflity of proceeding. In this field, we firft 
meet with the narrative of the ancient Voyage of 
Nearchus, by the learned and able Dr. Vincent, of 
Weftminfter Schooltt. ‘ This is a work of curious, 
ingenious, and extenfive refearch, fuch as the literary 
world has not often feen, nor can expeé to fee.

Not confined to Greek literature, in which it ori- 
ginates, it goes into the moft difficult minutia of geo- 
graphical knowledge, both ancient and modern; and 
gives, on the whole, fo ftriking a pitture of the dif 
cernment and attivity of mind, as well as other 
great qualities, which diftinguithed the famous fon 
of Philip, as gives new luftre to his charatter, and 
renders him the object, not only of wonder but 
of efteem. The aftronomical obfervations fubjoined, 
by the Bifhop of Rochefter, Mr. Wales, and M. de 
la Rochette, confer additional value upon a work, 
already of fufficient importance. The general Aifory 
of Greece, by Mr. Mitford*, we did not omit to mefi- 
tion in our preface to vol. ix, of the Britith Criticf. 
If we now repeat our notice, it is becaufe we think 
that a work fo fingular in merit, cannot be too 
ftrongly, or toe fequently recommended. The 
Hiftory of our own Country, received new vs 
tions, in 1796, from an author who did not long fur- 
vive his effort, to continue the plan of Dr. Henry. 
This hiftorian was Mr. 7. P. Andrews, unfortunate 
erly in having commenced this labour too late in 
life, to be able to complete it. The volume noticed 
by ust, carried on the hiftory from the death of 
Henry VII, to the acceflion of James [. From 
Mr. Noble, the Family of Stuart has received new 
Hluftrations of its hiftory and genealogy§ ; a circum- 
ftance, to which our attention was dirested much 
later than the, proper period of time]; we difdained, 
however, as we fhall in every fimilar inttance, to 
conceal our fault by a final omiflion, which might 
prove injurious to the author. The manner in which 
Mr. Macfarlan has continued the hiftory of the pre- 
fent reign, from 1790 to 17964, is fuch as, on the 
whele, to deferve our commendation. We have 
obferved, in a fubfequent publication from him, that

he 
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he does not ftand accountable for all the former 
volumes of that work. The recent hiftory of France, 
after many documents, ftill continues to require il- 
luftration : and that illuftration is ‘particularly valua- 
ble, which comes from tht pens of perfons who were 
high in fituation and office, before the late convulfion. 
Of this defcriptionexattly are the Memorrs relating to the 
French Revolution, written by the Marquis de Bouillé*, 
and publithed in Englith, from his French manufcript. 
Such an evidence, in a caufe fo important, muft be 
heard with refpectful attention: and 4ve could not but 
confider his book as an ample vindication of him- 
felf, and a very acceptable communication on the 
fubject of that dreadiul hiftory, of unavailing fuffer- 
ings and fuccefsful crimes. We cannot couceive that 
equal credit is due, by any means, to the Secret Hiffory 
of the fame Revolution, by MZ. Pagést ; at the fame 
time, it muft be acknowledged to contain many 
curious particulars, which time, and further invefti- 
gation, muft either confirm or refute. A_ hiftory 
quite of a new kind was firft announced in the fecond 
number of this volumet ; this is, the hiftory of a- 
cobinifm, by M. 2’ Abbé Barruel ; or rather Memoirs to 
iuftrate its hiftory. The werk, as far as it has yet 
proceeded, has been well tranflated; and we ftrongly 
recommend it to the attention of the readers of 
french and Englifh. The firft volume gives ftrong 
proots of a confpiracy againft Chrittianity, originating 
with Voltaire and his aflociates; the fecond§, fur- 
ther traces a confpiracy arifing out of that, againft 
all king® government. One or two more volumes 
are yet expected, the object of which will be to .de- 
velope the plans of the J//wminazi, and their efforts to 
produce the utter diforganization of fociety. {n the 
mean time, a learned profeflor of our own iflandj, has 
thought it a point of duty, to bring forward fuch

+roof of the fame faéts, as were colleéted by himfelf, 

during a refidence on the Continent; and the two 

books, of the Abbé and the Profeffor, are found, to 

the great annoyance of thofe infected by the princi- 

ples expofed, mutually to illuftrate and corroborate 


each other. 
BroGRAPHY. 


The life of Archbifhop Secker*, jdicioully detached 
from his works, to make it more acceflible, and re- 
publifhed by the author, the Bishop of London, as the 
beft and fulleft anfwer to fome obfervations which 
lately efcaped from the pen of the venerable Bifhop 
of Worcefter, is a compofition, which reflects on 
the writer; no fmall part of the honour fo juttly 
beftowed by him on‘his illuftrious patron. If the 
Epiftle of John Burton, on the fame fubjett -be, as 
we fufpeét, out of print, it would give us pleafure 
ftill to fee it republithed and annexed to that life, as 
a kind of appendix. It is once quoted in the life 
(p. 55) and certainly forms a very elegant and appro- 
priate encomiumy}. The Life of. another eminent 
Englith divine, Dean Stanbopet, has received illuftratian 
from an anonymous writer, who certainly chofe his 
fubject well, and appears only to have been reftrained 
from a fuller tribute to his fubject, by the fcantinefs 
of materials. That very extraordinary man, Mr. 
Cobbet, who has written fo many able tracts, under

of himfelf *, which bears every mark of being genu- 
ine ; and greatly increafes our, admiration of a per- 
fon, who, from the ftation of a common foldier, has 
qualified himfelf to write with purity and precifion ; 
and who certainly has produced fome of the mott 
powerful pamphlets, that have appeared in any 
country. He mav be faid to have done more than any 
other man, towards turning the tide of public opinion 
in America, in favour of Great Britain. A well 

founded avertion to the enemy of all goodnefs, hu- 
man and divine, the incendtary 7. Pazme, has led the 
fame author to fketch a life of that extraordinary 
adventurert ; from the larger traét, publifhed here 
under the name of Oldys. Whatever he could add, 
to fhow the bafenefs of the man in its true colours, 
is thrown in with great eficét. We thalt have more 
to fay on the fubject of Mr. Cobbet’s writings, under 
the head of Politics. The life of Dr. Zimmerman; ot 
Hanover, tranflated trom the French of Fifort, gives 
a pleafmg picture of a man, eftimable for his character, 
as wellas from the merit of his writings. Aconfufion of 
names, between him and another Zimmerman, fpoken 
of by Profeflor Robifon, led to a very ftrange miftake 
in our thort article on this fubjeét; which we have 
already acknowledged, in reviewing a fecond tranfla- 
tion of the fame lite. 


"ToPOGRAPHY. 


We have had few works of this clafs more meri- 
torious than the Hifory of the County of Cunferland, 
lately completed by Mr. Hutchinfoa§ ; who was al- 
ready diftinguifhed in the fame line, in canfequence 
of his Hittory of Durham. The firft volume of this 
refpectable work, appeared folong ago as in 1794, but

the fecond did not follow till the year 1797. . The 
whole work will take its place with credit among the 
county hiftories of Great Britain, a collection now 
becoming large, and highly valuable. ‘The Hiftory 
ot the Envirens of London, by the Rev. D, Ly/fons*, 
received its completion in a Fousih volume, towards 
the clofe of the year 1796. We {poke of it, as of 
the former volumes, with juft commendation ; and we 
believe that it has met with an encouragement, cal- 
culated to reward the diligence employed by the 
writer in the compilation. 


VovYAGES AND TRAVELS. 


There is little fear of a deficiency in this branch of 
literature. Curiofity will always make travellers, 
and a {till more extended curiofity, produces readers 
for their narratives. Dr. Townfon, of Edinburgh, is 
almoft the firft traveller who has gratified his coun- 
trymen by a fpecific and detailed account of the 
interior ot Hungaryt ; and his book isa valuable ac- 
quifition to thofe who are ftudious of extending’ their 
knowledge of various regions, and their inhabitants, 
But the work which attra€ted the greateft fhare of 
public attention ; a book longexpetted in vain, in fome 
degree anticipated, and yet received with uncommon 
avidity, was the account of the Britifh Embaffy to China, 
by Sur George Staunton}. ‘The view which we gave, 
of the contents and execution of that important 
publication, though of a favourable kind, will con- 
vince our readers, that the narrative has many faults 
which ought to have been avoided ; at the fame time; 
that it has much to gratify the curious enquirer, if 
he be not already too deeply verfed in the accounts 
of that extraordinary empire. Though we have two 
more books of travels at prefent to mention, we have 
not exhaufted thofe which our repofitory contains.

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Others of fome importance, ftill claimout attention, t 
which they fhall not long appeal in vain. Thofe whic? 
wehave hoticed,are the New Travels of Vaillant intoth= 
intericr of Africa lately tranflated into Englifh*, and 
a tranflatton from the German, of the travels of Count 
Stolbergt, over the greater part of the European 
Continent. ‘The forther is a livelv traveller, but one, 
by whom the old emblem of a Whetftonet might be 
worn without impropriety: the other 18 a graver 
narrator of what he faw; but one who faw fo much, 
that the extent of his route gives fufficient variety te 
his book. 


PoLiTIcs. 


Here alfo our harveft is ufually very ample; though 
few of the articles rife above the dignity of pam- 
phlets. Of :the few which have a claim to be called 
books, we will firft fpeak. The firft of thefe is an 
Hiftorical Effay on the Ambition and Conquefts of France§, 
an anonymous book, but one to which, we truft, the 
author will fome day put his name ; which, whoev er 
he is, he may do without a bluth. The fabject is 
fully convey ie by the title, and the execution of it is 
very able. The motley book of Ge. Danican, re- 
{pe€ting his own command in France, is well tranf- 
Jated and illuftrated by Mr. Gifford|, and highly de- 
ferves attention from the faéts it relates, and. the vil- 
lanies it deteéts. It is agaiage 9 curious, as we 
hinted before, in being a very lively book of Epi- 

rams, on the horrors of the French evaiition | 
Phe Principles of Legtflation, publifhed by Mr. 
Michell, entitle him to be mentioned with refpe€t, 
as a fagacious and ufeful writer, on a fubje&t much 
difcuffed, but not likely to be foon exhaufted.

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Amtong writers who have confidered the condition of 
the poor, and the means of amending it, Mr. Saba- 
riey* has merited diftin€tion; and the objettions. to 
which his book is liable, are lefs important than the 
praifes to which itis entitled. Among the wniters of 
political pamphlets, M. Mallet du Pani is juftly emi 
nent. His late Letter to a Minifler of Statet, gave 
newand very firiking proofs of his fagacity and found 
judgment, and placed the conduét and defigns of the 


: ‘rench in the cleareft light. The much-agitated 


fubjett of Aggrefion in the prefent war, was tre ated, 
by Vr. Bowlest, with his ufual cogency of reafon 5 
and his. documents were drawn, with fuccefs, trom a 
very unexpected fource; the arguments of his princi- 
a0 adverfary. Mr. Burke, of whofe living exertions 

e took a melancholy farewell in our Jatt Preface, 
fil continues to infiru&t by his pofthumous works. 
His Three Memorials on: French Affairs§y form a tratt 
of the higheft political tonfequence; the opinions 
and reafonings of which {till deferve to be maturely 
weighed by every ftatefman in Hurope 5 ; though the 
moft recent of them was originally "penned in: the 
year 1793. Of the vigour and ability of the pam- 
phlet addreffed to Lord Stanhgpe, and entitled Va- 
dite Regia, we {poke very highly, in the fame num- 
ber} ; and too highly it was not eafy to {peak. We 
have fince been informe d, that the author is Mr. dre- 
land, Vicar of Croydon, who literally took up the 
pen, as is ftated in the tract, in confequence of the 
feduction of a parihioner to republican principles, 
by arguments pretended to be drawn from Scripture. 
The confides ‘ation of National Danger, and the means 
of detence, ina military light, has | been taken up by 
Mr, A. Young, fo often exercifed with fuccefs in the 
public cauie ; while our financial dangers, and their

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remedies, have been difcuffed by a writer, whone we 
conceive ‘ve May now be permitted to name, as Sur 
Robert Herrtes*: a man whofe knowledge in that part 
of the fubjeét cannot be a matter of difpute. A little 
tract, entitled Pudb/icolat, gives an imaginary view of 
the confequences of a revolution in this country, 
which may, perhaps, have more effe€t on man 

minds, than any argumentative difcuffion of the fub- 
ject. Though lait, ‘not leaft in love,” let us here notice 
our good ally, Peter Porcupine, already fpoken of with 
honourt. To republifh his pamphlets in this coun- 
try, is to fhow to Englifhmen, in the ftrongeft pomt 
of view, the fentiments of a fagacious mind ; far re- 
moved from all the little points of contention whieh 
may be fuppofed to be perfonal, to the partizans in our 
domettic politics. His fentiments of the French are 
the deductions of itrong fenfe from fatts, which are 
by him difplayed and illuftrated with an ability very 
peculiar to him. His Bone to Gnaw for the Democrats, 
we thought it our duty to notice, before it had been 
naturalized under our own prefs§ ; m order to bring 
about, if poflible, that which has fince happened, the 
republication of his excellent Traéts. The Eng‘ith 
edition of the Bone to Guaw has an additional pretace, 
which adds confiderably to its value§. It very well 
accompanies the production of Peter, and appears to 
proceed from a pen often exercifed with fuccefs in 
eur political warfare. Zhe Odfervations on the Debates 
of Congre/sQ, another offspring of the ingenious Cod- 
det, again entitle to our thanks both him and the re- 
publither of his remarks. Some perfons in Congrefs 
muft have felt a little difconcerted at the notice he 
has taken of them ; and it might be poilible to find 
perions here, to whom their own confciences ought, 
perhaps,.to apply the fame obfervations. Often may 
we hail thee, Peter, felf-taught writer and politician;

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an Fnglifhman adopted in America ; and devoted, in 
heart and mind, to all the honourable interefts of 
both countries. 


Law. 


The moft important law-book that has lately fallen 
under our notice, is Mr. Hargrave’s publication of 
Lord Hale on ihe Furifdittion of the Houfe of Lords*. 
It is a work that abounds in conftitutional opinions 
of great importance, and does credit to the editor as 
well as to the original author. Mr. Park's Treatife 
on Marine Infurances+, is a book of eftablithed credit 
in the law, and we had only to notice an improved 
and augmented edition. Several fmaller publica- 
tions, on fubjeéts of law, have been reviewed by us, 
but none of fufficient value to be recalled in this 
place. 


NatTurAL Puitosopny, &c. 


Very eminently, in this clafs, ftands forward Ad. 
Howard’s Scriptural Hifory of the Earth}, a work re- 
plete with found ideas on geological fubjetts ; and 
oppofed, with great vigour and effect, againft thofe 
crude fyftems which infidel philofophers have endea- 
voured to fet up againft the truth of Scripture. 
The earth, according to the views of this author, and 
thofe who are truly verfed in the examination of it, 
is the fulleft and moft fatisfadory comment on the 
Mofaic Hiftorv. This Mr. De Luc has proved more 
fully, but Mr. Howard has very ably illuftrated. St. 
Pierre's Studies of Nature§, lately tranflated into Eng- 
lith, may be mentioned as a book which contains in- 
ftruction and amufement ; but greatly difgraced by 
the unfounded theories of the author, his tnfolent

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and ignorant attacks upon Sir Ifaac Newton, and his: 


wonderful vanity refpecting his own opinions, ex- 
ceeding even the ufual arrogance of fuch writers. 
In Natur al Hiflory, Mr. Donovan is the chief writer 
who demands our prefent attention; his beautiful 
work, the {ii/ory of Britifh Infecis*, goes on with 
ipirit ‘and improv ement. His other work, on Birds, 
we fhall mention in our next Preface. An Abridged 
Hiffory of Infeétst, is a ufeful manual for Jearners ;

tions of "peculiar accuracy, and fome new and ufeful 


diftinétions. 


TRANSACTIONS OF LEARNED SOCIETIES. 


The firft part of the Philofophical Tranfa&ions for 
1797, and the third volume of the Tranfactions of the 
Kinnear Soctety, were reviewed by us in the fame 
Number|. Both contain, as ufual, valuable matter ; 
but the contents of the latter, as being a much larger 
volume, are more yaried, and | go further into the mi- 
nutie of Natural Hifiory, in its yarious branches, 
than is confiftent with the plan of the venerable 
elder fociety. 


MEDICINE. 


‘The endlefs variety of objeéts and cafes belonging 
to Medical Science, finds conftant employment for 
many pens; and by way of concentrating the moft 
ufeful part of that knowledge, which is fcattered 
in various books, the Annals of MedicineG have been

undertaken by Dr. Duncan,Sen.and Jun.at Edinburgh, 
This work is profeffedl¥ a continuation af the Medi- 
cal Commentaries, long publithed with fuccefs, by the 
elder Dr. Duncan. The work entitled Medical Fafs 
and Objervations*, of which the feventh volume a 
peared in 1797, is alfo a book of well-eftablithed 
credit The Medical Gifary, by Dr. W. Turton, is 
a compilation of more magnitude and expence; than 
was either neceflary or defirable ; yet perfons will 
doubtlefs be met with who may find it ufeful. Dr. 
Monro’s Three Treatifest have the fame inconvenience 
to the purchafer, and contain little more tWan per- 
fonal claims of the author; which, whether they are 
well-founded or not, it cannot be of great iimport- 
ance to the ftudent to afcertain. The Zreati/e on Diet, 
which has been publithed by Dr. Buchant, is not un- 
worthy of his reputation, as a medical writer, and 
certainly deferves attention: while Dr. Ro//o, in a 
publication on Diabetes Mellitus§, gives a taint hope 
of fuccefsful refiftance to a difeafe, whofe attacks 
have ufually been fatal. In the branch of Midwifery, 
we have two books, in this volume, of fome value; 
both proceeding from Dr. James Hamilton, Jun. of 
Edinburgh. ‘The one containing Se/eé& Cafes in Mid- 
wifery||, the other, A Collection of Engravings, defign- 
ed to facilitate the ftudy of that fcience. Surgery has 
received but few acceflions; but the work of Dr. 
John Bell, of Edinburgh, on Wounds**, is one of the 
moti ufetul treatifes, toa certain extent, which has yet 
been furnifhed to illuftrate the pra€tice of his art: and 
the Praétical Obfervations on Ulcers in the Legs, by 
Mr. Homet+, of London, contain as maiterly a view 
of one particular branch of prattice, as ever has 
fallen under our obfervation.

The produftions of this clafs ftill continue nume- 


rous; and, for the moft part, reafonably good. Ade 


Southey, a young candidate for fame, not yet emerged 
from the juvenile delufions of democracy, writes 
avetiallinale’s often in hafte, and often carelefsly ; 
yet his Poems*, collefted in a volume, afford fufh- 
cient proof that he has within him the genuine 
powers of poetry ; to which time will add maturity, 
and care if he will condefcend to take it, correétnefs 
and found tafte. We fhould be forry to difcourage 
an author, for whom Nature has done fo much. 
An anonymous publication, with the fimple title of 
Lyric Poemst, atforded us much gratification ; and 
demanded from us a commendation, which we gave 
with willingnefs and fincerity. The Elegiac Sonnets, 
vol. ii, by Mrs. Charlotte Smitht, may be added to her 
former colleftion without fuffering greatly by the 
comparifon: and Mr. Bidlake’s Poem, ttyled the Coun- 
try Parfon§, will, with equal complacence, be wel- 
comed by the admirers of his poetry. The Purfuts 
of Literature,a poem which has excited a very fin- 
gular degree of attention, has at length been come 
pleted, in a fourth part||; of which the numerous 
editions have contained fo many variations, that, 
while we were praifing them in one form, another 
had ftarted up, with many additions; fome of which 
we moft ftrongly difapprove: and of thefe, fome 
again have vanilhed, in a fubfequent colleétion of the 
whole. The removal of paflages, to which very juft 
objeftions have been made, is certainly a laudable 
trait of docility; but the original introdu€tion of fome 
of them betrayed a hafty eagernefs to cenfure, even 
at the expence of general confiftency, which cannot

ihall rejoice to fee the author purfue his flights. A 
collection of pofthumous poems, by a young foldier, 
entitled Fir? Flightst, announce abundant caufe fot 
regret to thofe Fico, ‘thors whom fo promifing a 
relative has. been untimely removed: and the poft- 
humous continuation of Mr. Co/e’s Hubert}, inclines 
us to lament, that he, on the contrary, began his under- 
taking too late to bring it toa completion. Exglifh 
literature. has received an unexpected addition in 
fome, till now, unpublithed poems of Hoccleve§. The 
mode of conduéting the edition, was fuch as we 
could not think judicious, yet, to the ftudent in our 
early poetry, the acquifition muft be welcome. | An 
American Mufe claimed our notice in Greenfield Hi//\}, 
a Poem, by Dr. Dwight, an author of that country ; 
and we were pleafed to give a commendation, which 
will, we truft, be claimed more frequently, in fature, 
trom that part of the globe. A tranflation of Catu//us@),

DRAMATIC, 


For the Drama, we have only to repeat continually 
the with of Exoriare aliquis! for the writer is yet, per- 
haps, unborn, certainly as yet unknown to the pub- 
lic, who may be deftined to reftore the credit of that 
pleafing and admirable region of Poetic ‘genius. 
Waite, indeed, is the ftate in which it has long lain;

It records all recent 
inventions, and gives the exact fpecification of the 
moft important patents. The volumes here noticed 
dre the fourth, fifth, and fixth. Of a fplendid work, 
calculated to preferve and circulate fome of the fineft 
{pecimens of art, Mr. Chamberlayne’s publication of En- 
gravings, from the defigns of the Caraccis$, demands 

articular notice. The De/criptive Catalogue of Rem- 
randt’s Works § will neither want purchafers nor ad- 
mirers among thofe who are collectors of engravings.
